This is the bill that was sent to my boss by Ass'n. at the other ranch where I was 
transferred to. He was instructed to discount the $22.50 from my check despite what 
I said.

After the X-rays the M.D. gave me shots and pills and instructed my boss not 
to let me work for 8 days. The M.D. did not explain a thing to me nor did I ever 
see him agains

had known this would happen I would never have gone to M.D. in first placd. 

Later on I was told in camp that the insurance does not pay for any kind of 
stomach sicknesses. 

A friend of mine was also sick and he was taken to M.D. and given medecine. 
Then he went back to work. When payday came around he did not get a cent. He protested, 
but was told his money went to pay M.D. and medecines.
